NICARAGUA CANAL BILL. 

The House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs to-day began the consideration 
of Rosecran’s bill for the incorpora- 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal. The bill 
provides, dmong other things, that the 
United States shall exercise such con- 
trol over the canal as is now or may 
at any time be prescribed by treaty 
with Nicaragua, and shall enjoy its 
free use for the transportation of trvops, 
munitions of war and mails; and 
should the United States see fit, for 
national reasons, to temporarily oc- 
cupy and manage the canal, the right 
to do so is reserved to the government 
upon payment to the stockholders of 


at least tive per cent. upon the capital 


invested, together with the necessary 
expenses for its maintenance. 
REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 

The Republican Senators held acau- 
cus this morning and agreed to bring 
up the appropriation bills at once, 
with a view to the adjournmeut of 
Congress on the 20th inst.

In the Senate the petition of the 
Guiteau jurors, asking an allowance 
of five dollars per day, was referred, 
and the Senate, by a vote of yeas, 39, 
noes, 20, went into executive session. 
The negative vote was entirely cast by 
Republicans, with the exception of 
George.

The Smalls-Freeman case 
of South Carolina being called, the 
Democrats filibustered, <nd there be- 
ing fifteen short of a quorum, they de- 
feated action upon this case. 

ANXIOUS TO ADJOURN.

A COLOSSAL GRAB AND MONOPOLY. 

It is a well known fact that the big 
corporations and big schemers gener- 
ally wait until the last weeks of Con- 
gress to get their bills through. The 
object of this is to prevent debate on 
and investigation of their subjects. 
There is, therefore, some grSpicion 
about some of the bills that are to be 
passed, if possible, under a suspension 
of the rules to-morrow. One of them, 
which has been reported from the Pa- 
cific Railroad Committee, to authorize 
the consolidation of railroad companies 
in Territories, is declared editurially 
by the Sunday Capitat,to be the grand- 
est land steal of the century. It says 
the real object of the bill is to confer 
on Jay Gould, C. P. Huatington and 
their confederates an everlasting mo- 
nopoly of transportation across the 
continent. Robinson, of Ohio,who will 
move the passage of the bill, says that 
the consolidation of connecting and 
continuous lines of railroads _in- 
creased facilities for. transportation 
of passengers and freight. He also 
apnounces the surprising pro- 


— 


nce show that con- 
solidation is in the interest of the peo- 
ple and not of monopoly. The Capital 
says, in concluding a two column 
Members of the ; House, even 
those most reckless of public opinion, 
should pause before voting to give 
Gould and Huntington over 14,000,000 
acres of land for - nothing, in other 
words, to give these monopolists $35,- 
000,000 of the people’s money, while 
tens of thousands ot workingmen are 
striking because the wages they re- 
ceive will not pay the necessaries of 
life. The average per person of West- 
ern homésteads is not over twenty- 
eight acres, and this bill \ proposes to 
deprive over 500,000 men, women, and 
children. of free homes, that $35,000,- 
000 may be put in the pockets of 
Gould and Huntington, besides bind- 
ing the commerce of the country in 
bands of iron, and forcing it to pay 
tribute to these railway kings.

In presenting the Etiwanda tract of land to 
the public, we desire to give a simple statement 
of facts, and can do no better than by quoting 
the following article from a recent issue of the 
Riverside Press and Horticulturist, written »& 
its editor after a careful investigation of bot 
the land and the water system:

We have been permitted to examine a 
private letter from a gentleman well 
posted on railroad matters, concerning 
the cut-off from Mohave to the Needles, 
as it is a matter in which our people are 
directly interested we give the following 
which we glean from it: 

‘*The road is at present completed 30 
miles and 280 feet from Mohave Sta- 
tion.

‘SIEREA MADRE TRACT. 
‘Spot of the Sierras. 


Educational and Uhurch Privileges—Another 
‘Tract of Three Thousand Acres 
Surveyed. 


It is well worthy the time occupied in 
taking a trip from Los Angeles, through |. 
the lovely settlement of Pasadena, 
where improvements are teeming on 
every hand and the scenery beautiful, 
tothe Sierra Madre settlement, at the 
base of the mountains from whigh it 
takes its name. This newly settled 
tract contains about 1100 acres; formerly 
a pottion of E. J. Baldwin’s famous 


Santa Anita Rancho, is situated four, 
miles east of Pasadena, and the same 
distance west of the Duarte, and watered 
by the Little Santa Anita Canyon, a 
never failing mountain stream. The 
land is a rich loam, mixed in some parts 
with sand and gravel. The whole tract 
slopes to the south and east, and is 
about 1800 feet above sea level, and 
gives a magnificent view of the whole oi 
the San Gabriel valley, and, on clear 
days, vessels can be seen plainly, over 
the iong stretch of valley, on the ocean 
at Wilmington, with the naked e,e. 
The soil seems to be the natural home 
for trees and vines, both citrus and de-. 
ciduous. It is surveyed, and laid out in 
forty, twenty andten acre lots. There 
are three streets extending through it 
north and south and east and west. 
they have a good hotel, built by N. C. 
Carter, also a very good school-house, 
in which is ughe a goodly number 
of scholars, By a first-class teacher, 
Prof. Pierce, formerly of New Jersey. 
« This little ‘‘house of correction” is 
occupied by the genial and cnterprising 
families of the place each Sunday for 
Sunday school exercises, and preaching 
services are held every two weeks by 
ministers from Los Angeles and Pasade- 
na, showing that religious and educa- 
tional elements now prevail, and are 
destined to increase in proportion to 
the population, and make it a place that 
in the near future will compare favorably 
‘with the now larger settlements of 
Southern California Mr. Baldwin has 
had another tract of 3000 acres surveyed, 
which lies southeast of Sierra Madre. 
This will be watered from the Big Santa 
Anita and Saw Pit canyons, and will 
make another very desirable location 
for enterprising settlers. 
The,improvements on the Sierra Madre 
for this the first. year of its settlement, 
consists of forty acres of grape vines, 
‘mostly of the Mission variety, planted 
by N. C. Carcer; thirty-five acres of 
White Muscat for Geo. B. Davis, of 
Concord, Mass., planted by Messrs. N. 
H. Hosmer and C. E. Cook, both of 
whom are pleasantly situated in the 
central part Of the tract; Miss Fannie 
Hawks and brother each have ten acres 
of Mission vines; Mr. Chas. Clement 
has six acres of vines, 400 trees, 255 of 
which are apricots, the balance apple, 
orange, lemon, etc.; Mrs. Jones, ex-Su- 
perintendent of Public Schools of Los 
Angeles, has ten acres of vines, planted 
by W. A. Spalding. Mr. Spalding has 
also about ten acres of vines and two or 
three acres in deciduous trees. Dr. 
Packer has three acres of Muscat vines, 
also Mr. Gregory has two acres of vines. 
Mr. White has 1,500 peach trees all 
looking finely. Prof. Pierce has 600 
pear trees, some orange and a few acres 
of grapes. He has ordered a large lot 
of apricot trees for himself and several 
of his neighbors, which will be wanted 
next winter, indicating quite a boom in 
apricots in that locality. Mr. Brussel 
has several acres of vines, some orangé 
and peach trees doing finely. There 
are a great many other improvements 
in contemplation for another year which 
will be proper to mention in detail at 
some future time, when théy are in 
operation. 
Your correspondent is neither 4 
prophet nor land agent, but predicts 
that those who have been fcrtunate 
enough to secure lands in that locality, 
will have reason to congratulate them- 
selves in a very few years. The rapid-
